up cn the floor of the House, although it Hart been unani- 
mously reported out of the House Anaed Services Ccmalttee. 

The purpose of the bill, ac set forth in the Senate 
Aimed Services Canaittee report of last year (Reoort Ho. 

1122) ie, to grant to tho Central Intelligence Agency the 
authorities necessary for its oreper administration. The 
bill deals with procurement, travel, allowances and related 
expenses, general authorities, and methods of expenditures 
of appropriated funds. Further, it protects the' confidential 
nature of the Agency's functions end' mice provisions for 
tho internal administration -:f the Agency, la olmst all 
instances, tiie . ewers and authorities centainod in the bill 
already exist fur scats other branch of the G ivan-jamt, aid 
tho bill merely extends similar authorities to the Control 
Intelligence Agency." 


This proposed bill his to in resubmitted to the Bureau 
of the Budget, ;nd tw have boon advised that they hove no 
cbj action to its presentation to the Congress in its present
